House-Hunting. 

The question of a new abode for the 
Parliament of the Free State was 
raised yesterday in Dail Kircann, Presi- 
dent Cosgrave said that the chief 
considerations in the choice of a new 
building were suitable accommodation, 
speed and cheapness. Apparently, the 
Government regards the Royal Hospital 
at Kilmainham as, for the time being, the 
most eligible candidate for selection, It) 
is understood that she Chairman of the 
Dail has reported that the Hospital can‘ 
be adapted to the needs of both Chambers 
and of the Parliamentary staffs, and that 
the cost of the necessary alterations would 
be comparatively small. To-day Mr. Cos- 
grave will ask the Dail to ratify the 
appointment of a committee of nine mem- 
bers, and the Senate will be asked to 
appoint a similar Committee—presumably 
of the same size. The two committees, 
having examined the Royal Hospital and 
the plans of the proposed changes, will 
report to their Chambers, and the 
Oireachtas will be free to take action on 
the report or reports. Its decision will 
not commit future Parliaments to any 
permanent policy. The President will 
move that the Dail’s committee shall be 
instructed to present its report not later 
than the 27th July—a little more than a 
fortnight from to-day. No doubt, the 
Senate will appoint its committee imme- 
diately and will set a time-limit for the 
production of a report. No doubt, also, 
the selection of its committee will be in- 
fluenced to some extent by the personnel 
of the Dail’s committee. The Jatter, as 
nominated by President Cosgrave, seems 
to be well fitted to consider the business 
aspects of the problem, but will be re-| 
garded, perhaps, as somewhat weak on the 
esthetic side. This aspect ought not to 
be ignored even in the case of a building 
which may be destined rather as a mansio 
than as a fixed home for the’ Parliament 
of the Free State. The balance can be 
redressed without difficulty by the Senate, 
which includes some distinguished men of 
art and letters; and we think that the 
Government would be well advised to take 
also the independent advice of a few pro- 
fessional experts of the highest class. Is 
it not time, indeed, that in all projects 
which demand the exercise of taste and 
culture—such as the erection of public 
buildings and the designing of seals and 
postage stamps—the Government should 
be able to consult a National Committee

Now that the debt-funding pn hae 
are definitely at an end, and ona ogget 7 
payment ‘has begun, British credit, & 
only in New York, but throughout t ie 
world, is bound to appreciate. Britaín is 
the only country which has made the 
slightest attempt to meet its war-time 
obligations. France, Italy, and, of course, 
Germany owe huge sums to the rest of 
the world; but every one of them pro- 
tests that it cannot pay anything, with 
the result that European credit generally 
has shrunk and the whole financial basis 
of the old world’s prosperity is in serious 
danger of collapse. : 

There can be no stability in Europe 
until the debtor nations begin to pay their 
debts. The condition of international 
finance at present is appalling. Yesterday 
the German mark stood at the rate of 
1,500,000 to the pound sterling. Strangely 
enough, the only continental country that 
shows any sign of financial improvement 
is Austria, which a year ago seemed te 
have passed the last limits of solvency. 
Since the League of Nations guaranteed 
the foreign loan, which was over-sub- 
scribed in a few hours, Austria has made 
a remarkable recovery, Her Government 
has turned its back on all the unsound 


interest. 


striving honestly to face the facts of its 
position, with the result that, whereas 
last year the average monthly deficit on 
the Austrian Budget was 38,000,000 gold 
kronen, it was only. 23,500,000 gold 
kronen for the first six months of 
the present year, The Minister of 
Finance hopes “to reduce this deficit 
to 13,000,000 gold kronen before the 
end of the financial year. During the 
month of May the‘ deposits in twenty- 
seven representative Austrian banks in- 
creased. from 18,000,000 to 20,000,000 gold 
kronen, and already Austria is in a far 
better position financially than her great 
neighbour, Germany. Honest finance has. 
had its reward in Austria as in Great 
Britain, and, if the other nations of 
Europe would face their tasks with similar 
courage, the manifold difficulties of our 
times would disappear with surprising 
rapidity. The financial problem governs 
everything. When it has been settled—if 
ever it is settled—the other problems will 
solve themselves, and Europe will forget 
that they ever existed. The majority of 
the people of Europe, however, refuse 
stubbornly to face essential facts. They 
still seem to hope that some miraculous 
intervention. will save them from the 
fate which threatens them, but they never 
appear to realise that the road to salvation 
stands open and that Britain and Austria 
are beckoning them on the way.

INCOME TAX.

DOUBLE TAXATION RELIEF. 

Sir W. a iy n Hioks, replying to Lieu- 
tenant-Colon oward-Bury in the House oí 
Commons yesterday, said that arrangements 
had been made under which relief was allow- 
able both from British income tax and from 
Irish Free State income tax on doubly taxed 
income, with the broad result that the tax- 
payer was called upon to bear tax on such 
income at the higher of the two rates proper 
to his case, but no more. The British autho- 
rities, and, as he understood, the Irish Free 
State authorities also, would make every en- 
deavour to assist taxpayers in obtaining the 
relief to which they were entitled, and, in 
any case where it. was possible, to grant the 
appropriate measure of relief without troubl- 
ing the taxpayer to formulate a special claim. 

n a statement dealing with the matter, 
which Sir William promised to circulate, in 
the official report, it was stated that relief 
in respect of the double taxation of inceme 
between Great Britain and the Irish Free 
State proceeded by the reduction of the rate 
of income tax to which a particular taxpayer 
would normally be liable, and not by way of 
a reduction of any.lump sum from the actual 
tax normally assessable. Relief was granted 
from British income tax in respect of doubly 
taxed incomes at the lower of the two rates 
following :— 

1. The rate of Irish Free State tax a . 
priate to the taxpayer, and Bb? 
, 2. One-half the rate of British 
priate to the taxpayer. 

Taking: what was at the present time the 
normal case, where the taxpayer's rate of 
Irish Free State tax exceeded his rate of re- 
lief from British ,income tax, relief from the

GREETINGS FROM LONDON 


CONGRESS TO THE POPE. 


In his Presidential address at the Anglo- 
Catholic ess in London yesterday, the 
Bi of London said that whatever Anglo- 
Cc ics did they should not let the world 
think they were renegade or nervous ad- 
herents of. the Pope. Those of them who 
thougth that whatever Rome did was right 
and whatever Rome did not do was wrong, 
were not true Anglo-Catholics. 

The Church of England had special 
principles of its own as opposed to Rome, and 
one was ite Tegord for Holy Scripture. Any- 
thing. which even vaguely suggested that the 
Virgin Mary should take the place of the one 
Mediator betweer God and man must be 
resolutely put aside. The Church of England 
haa to take a different view on the question 
te that into which the Church of Rome had 
drifted. | 

The extreme value attacted by the Church 
of England to sound learning was another 
fcirtinguishing characteristic of the trues 
Catholic Church. 

During the afternoon telegrams of loyalty 
and ing were sent to the King, the 
‘Archbishop of Canterbury and the Pope. 
That to the Pope was as follows: ‘ Sixteen 
thousand Anglo-Catholics in congress in 
London beg to offer their reverent greeting 
to the Holy vather, humbly praying that the 
day of peace may quickly break.”
